(General  Statement 


Boston  College  owes  its  inception  to  John  McElroy, 
priest  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  a  member  of  the  original 
Jesuit  foundation  in  Boston,  St.  Mary's,  at  Endicott  Street, 
in  the  North  End.  With  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
college  of  higher  studies  for  the  members  of  the  Society 
of  Jesus,  Father  McElroy  purchased  a  strip  of  land  on 
Harrison  Avenue,  August  1st,  1857.  On  this  property 
suitable  buildings  were  erected  and  a  Scholasticate  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus  was  opened. 

In  1863  this  Scholasticate  was  transferred  to  George- 
town, D.  C.  In  the  buildings  thus  left  vacant  an  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning  was  inaugurated  and  called  Boston 
College.  By  an  act  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  on 
May  25,  1863,  Boston  College  was  granted  the  necessary 
power  of  conferring  collegiate  degrees.  The  first  classes 
were  organized  on  September  5,  1864,  with  an  enrollment 
of  twenty-two  students. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  lowly  beginnings  of  1864  to  the 
bright  prospects  that  greet  the  greater  Boston  College, 
when  now,  after  fifty  years  of  collegiate  life  passed  in 
the  old  buildings  on  Harrison  Avenue,  she  has  inaugurated 
new  college  buildings  on  University  Heights.  The  history 
of  those  first  fifty  years  might  tell  a  fascinating  story  of  the 
unflagging  energy  and  zeal  which  have  made  the  greater 
Boston  College. 

Boston  College  throughout  its  whole  career  has  been 
guided  by  a  succession  of  men,  who  united  in  a  rare  degree 
great  intellectual  gifts  and  scholarly  attainments  with  a 
breadth  of  view  and  worldly  wisdom  which  spell  success. 
Father  John  Bapst,  S.J.,  guided  the  destinies  of  the  college 
from  its  foundation  until  1869.     Father  Robert  W.  Brady, 
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S.J.,  succeeded  him  for  a  single  year  until  1870,  when  the 
reins  of  government  were  assumed  by  Father  Robert 
Fulton,  S.J.,  in  whose  hands  they  remained  until  1879.  In 
the  intervening  years  from  1879  to  1888  the  president's 
chair  was  successively  occupied  by  Jeremiah  O'Connor, 
S.J.,  Edward  V.  Boursaud,  S.J.,  Thomas  H.  Stack,  S.J., 
and  Nicholas  Russo,  S.J.  In  1888  Robert  Fulton,  S.J.,  was 
again  called  to  the  direction  of  the  institution.  From 
1891  to  1907  the  destinies  of  the  college  were  ably  guided 
by  such  men  as  Edward  I.  Devitt,  S.J.,  Timothy  Brosnahan, 
S.J.,  W.  Reid  Mullan,  S.J.,  William  Gannon,  S.J.  These 
were  the  men  who  slowly  and  steadily  laid  the  foundations 
of  a  greater  Boston  College  and  won  for  her  widespread 
recognition  even  in  the  days  of  her  lowly  beginnings.  The 
saintly  Bapst,  the  scholarly  Fulton,  the  gentle  Boursaud, 
have  been  household  names  in  Boston  for  a  half  century. 

When,  in  1907,  Rev.  Thomas  I.  Gasson,  S.J.,  assumed 
direction  of  the  college,  progress  had  been  so  steady,  growth 
in  members  and  educational  influence  so  marked,  that  the 
need  of  increased  facilities  for  handling  every  department 
of  college  activity  was  keenly  felt.  Accordingly,  the 
present  picturesque  site  in  Newton,  facing  Commonwealth 
Avenue  and  overlooking  the  twin  lakes  that  lie  beneath  its 
heights,  was  purchased  in  1907. 

Here  on  a  site  unrivalled  the  country  over  for  pic- 
turesqueness  and  environment  peculiarly  suited  to  colle- 
giate and  classic  ideals,  Boston  College  inaugurates  the 
second  half  century  of  her  existence. 

Already  three  structures  of  simple,  and  yet  substantial, 
Gothic,  the  Recitation  Building  crowned  with  an  inspiring 
central  tower,  St.  Mary's  Hall  and  the  new  Science  Build- 
ing, rise  on  terraces  bordering  the  lakes,  and  for  outstand- 
ing strength  and  graceful  beauty  call  forth  worldwide 
admiration. 

An  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  dated  March 
31st,  1863,  reads  as  follows :

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Sixty-Three 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  College. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatiwes  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  John  McElroy,  Edward  H.  Welch,  John  Bapst,  James 
Clark,  and  Charles  H.  Stonestree,  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees 
OF  the  Boston  College,  in  Boston,  and  they  and  their  successors 
and  such  as  shall  be  duly  elected  members  of  such  corporation,  shall 
be  and  remain  a  body  corporate  by  that  name  forever;  and  for  the 
oi'derly  conducting  of  the  business  of  said  corporation,  the  said 
Trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  as  oc- 
casion may  require,  to  elect  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  of  said  corporation  as  may  be  found 
necessary,  and  to  declare  the  duties  and  tenures  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  also  to  remove  any  trustee  from  the  same  corporation, 
when  in  their  judgment  he  shall  be  rendered  incapable,  by  age  or 
otherwise,  of  discharging  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  the  same,  and  also  from  time  to  time  elect  new 
members  of  the  said  corporation;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the 
number  of  members  shall  never  be  greater  than  ten. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  determine  at  what  times  and  places  their  meetings  shall  be  holden 
and  the  manner  of  notifying  the  trustees  to  convene  at  such  meetings, 
and  also  from  time  to  time  elect  a  President  of  said  College,  and  such 
professors,  tutors,  instructors  and  other  officers  of  the  said  college  as 
they  shall  judge  most  for  the  interest  thereof,  and  to  determine  the 
duties,  salaries,  emoluments,  responsibilities  and  tenures  of  their 
several  offices;  and  the  said  corporation  are  further  empowered  to 
purchase  or  erect  and  keep  in  repair,  such  houses  and  other  buildings 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  said  college;  and  also  to  make 
and  ordain,  as  occasion  may  require,  reasonable  rules,  orders,  and 
bylaws  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, with  reasonable  penalties  for  the  good  government  of  the  said 
college,  and  for  the  regulation  of  their  own  body;  to  determine  and 
regulate  the  course  of  instruction  in  said  college,  and  confer  such 
degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by  said  colleges  in  this  Common- 
wealth, except  medical  degrees;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  cor- 
porate business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  unless  one-half 
at  least  of  all  the  trustees  are  present. 
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Sec.  3.  Said  corporations  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure,  and  all  deeds  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  said  corporation,  and  signed  by  their  order,  shall,  when  made 
.  in  their  corporate  name,  be  considered  in  law  as  the  deeds  of  said 
corporation;  and  said  corporation  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  action, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  may  prosecute  the  same  to  final  judg- 
ment and  execution  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  Boston  College; 
and  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  in  fee 
simple  or  any  less  estate  by  gift,  grant,  bequest,  devise  or  otherwise, 
any  lands,  tenements  or  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  provided  that 
the  clear  annual  income  of  the  same  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  clear  rents  and  profits  of  all  estates,  real  and  personal, 
of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be  seized  and  possessed,  shall  be 
appropriated  to  the  endowments  of  said  college  in  such  a  manner  as 
shall  most  efi'ectually  promote  virtue  and  piety  and  learning  in  such 
of  the  languages  and  of  the  liberal  and  useful  arts  and  sciences  as 
shall  be  recommended  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  corporation,  they 
conforming  to  the  will  of  any  donor  in  the  application  of  any  estate 
which  may  be  given,  devised,  or  bequeathed  for  any  particular  object 
connected  with  the  college. 

Sec.  5.  No  student  in  said  college  shall  be  refused  admission  to 
or  denied  any  of  the  privileges,  honors,  or  degrees  of  said  college  on 
account  of  the  religious  opinion  he  may  entertain. 

Sec.  6.  The  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth  may  grant  any 
further  powers  to,  or  alter,  limit,  annul,  or  restrain  any  of  the 
powers  vested  by  this  act  in  the  said  corporation,  as  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  said  college  and  more 
especially  may  appoint  overseers  or  visitors  of  the  same  college,  with 
all  necessary  powers  for  the  better  aid,  preservation  and  government 
thereof. 

Sec.  7.  The  granting  of  this  charter  shall  never  be  considered  as 
any  pledge  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth  that  pecuniary  aid  shall 
hereafter  be  granted  to  the  College.

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AN  ACT 

TO  AMEND  THE   CHARTER  OF  THE  TRUSTEES   OP  THE  BOSTON  COLLEGE 

IN   BOSTON 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen\ 
eral  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  foUoivs: 

Section  1.  The  corporate  name  of  the  I'rust-ees  of  the  Boston 
College  in  Boston,  incorporated  by  the  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
is  hereby  changed  to  the  Trustees  of  Boston  College, 

Sec.  2,  Said  corporation  may  grant  medical  degrees  to  students 
properly  accredited  and  recommended  by  its  faculty;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  course  of  instruction  furnished  by  the  corporation  for 
candidates  for  such  degrees  shall  occupy  not  less  than  three  years. 

Sec.  3.  Section  three  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words,  "provided  that 
the  clear  annual  income  of  the  same  shall  not  exceed  thirty  thousand 
dollars,"  in  the  last  two  lines  of  said  section. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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PREPARATORY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  one  of  the  decided  advantages  of  the  system  followed 
in  this  college  that  the  student  may  begin  his  studies  in  the 
Preparatory  School  (Boston  College  High  School),  con- 
nected with  the  College,  and  then  pass  on  through  the 
College  course  to  graduation.  In  addition  to  the  moral 
influence  thus  gained,  this  secures  a  uniform  and  homo- 
geneous course  of  teaching  and  training.  The  result  of 
such  a  course  of  study  is  a  continuous  and  normal  develop- 
ment of  the  mental  faculties  along  well-defined  lines  and 
the  possession  of  a  clear  and  coherent  system  of  principles 
upon  which  any  special  course  may  afterwards  safely  rest. 

.     RELIGIOUS  TRAINING 

Religious  instruction  is  considered  of  the  first  impor- 
tance in  education.  Christian  Doctrine  is  one  of  the  regular 
class  recitations,  lectures  being  given  in  each  class.  The 
matter  is  so  divided  for  the  different  classes  that  in  the 
four  years  of  College  the  student  will  cover  the  whole 
ground  of  Catholic  belief  in  a  thorough  manner.  Students 
are  required  to  make  the  annual  retreat  and  to  present 
themselves  to  their  confessor  every  month. 

THE  STUDENT  COUNSELLOR 

One  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Faculty  is  appointed  as  coun- 
sellor or  adviser  of  the  students.  His  principal  duty  is  to 
direct  the  spiritual  activities  of  the  College  and  the  varir 
ous  religious  societies  and  sodalities,  in  regard  to  which  he 
exercises  much  the  same  supervision  as  the  Prefect  of 
Discipline  exercises  in  his  department. 

He  provides  opportunities  for  the  students  to  receive  the 
Sacraments  in  addition  to  the  times  assigned  for  the  gen- 
eral student  body. 

He  is,  in  a  special  sense,  the  friend  and  adviser  of  the 
students  not  only  in  matters  directly  spiritual  but  also 
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material  and  temporal,  in  their  studies,  their  social  duties, 
and  in  other  intimate  and  personal  matters  as  each  one 
may  wish. 

One  of  the  questions  of  highest  importance  to  every 
college  graduate  is  the  wise  choice  of  a  profession  or  voca- 
tion according  to  one's  character,  talents  and  attractions 
both  natural  and  supernatural.  No  student  with  a  serious 
outlook  on  life  will  fail  to  determine,  well  in  advance  of  his 
graduation,  the  career  which,  under  God's  providence,  will 
best  assure  his  temporal  success  and  his  eternal  happiness. 
In  this  matter  the  assistance  of  the  Student  Counsellor  will 
be  invaluable.  His  hours  will  be  arranged  to  afford  ample 
opportunity  of  conferring  with  him. 
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^pstem  of  Cbucation 


The  system  of  education  followed  in  Boston  College  is 
similar  to  that  of  all  the  colleges  of  the  Society  of  Jesus. 
It  is  based  upon  and  guided  by  the  principles  of  the  far- 
famed  Ratio  Studiorum,  a  body  of  rules  and  suggestions 
framed  upon  the  experiences  and  the  best  results  attained 
by  the  greatest  universities  of  Europe  at  the  most  flourish- 
ing period  of  their  existence. 

The  subjoined  brief  outline  of  the  underlying  principles 
of  the  system,  the  dominant  features  of  its  method,  and  the 
object  aimed  at  by  its  teachings  will  give  a  general  idea 
of  its  purpose. 

Education  is  understood  by  the  Fathers  of  the  Society 
as  the  full  and  harmonious  development  of  all  those  facul- 
ties that  are  distinctive  of  man.  It  is  not,  therefore,  mere 
instruction  or  the  communication  of  knowledge.  In  fact, 
the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  though  it  necessarily  accom- 
panies any  right  system  of  education,  is  a  secondary  result 
of  education.  Learning  is  an  instrument  of  education,  not 
its  end.  The  end  is  culture,  and  mental  and  moral  develop- 
ment. 

Understanding,  then,  clearly  the  purposes  of  education, 
such  instruments  of  education,  that  is,  such  studies,  sciences 
or  languages,  are  chosen  as  will  most  effectively  further 
that  end.  These  studies  are  chosen,  moreover,  only  in  pro- 
portion, and  in  such  numbers  as  are  sufficient  and  required. 
A  student  who  is  to  be  educated  will  not  be  forced,  in  the 
short  period  of  his  college  course,  and  with  his  immature 
faculties,  to  study  a  multiplicity  of  the  languages  and 
sciences  into  which  the  vast  world  of  modern  knowledge 
has  been  scientifically  divided.  If  two  or  more  sciences, 
for  instance,  give  similar  training  to  some  mental  faculty, 
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that  one  is  chosen  which  combines  the  most  effective  train- 
ing with  the  largest  and  most  fundamental  knowledge. 

The  purpose  of  the  mental  training  given  is  not  prox- 
imately to  fit  the  student  for  some  special  employment  or 
profession,  but  to  give  him  such  a  general,  vigorous  and 
rounded  development  as  will  enable  him  to  cope  success- 
fully even  with  the  unforeseen  emergencies  of  life.  While 
giving  the  mind  stay,  it  tends  to  remove  the  insularity  of 
thought  and  want  of  mental  elasticity  which  is  one  of  the 
most  hopeless  and  disheartening  results  of  specialism  in 
students  who  have  not  brought  to  their  studies  the  uniform 
mental  training  given  by  a  systematic  college  course.  The 
studies,  therefore,  are  so  graded  and  classified  as  to  be 
adapted  to  the  mental  growth  of  the  student  and  the  scien- 
tific unfolding  of  knowledge;  they  are  so  chosen  and  com- 
municated that  the  student  will  gradually  and  harmoniously 
reach,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  that  measure  of  culture  of 
which  he  is'  capable. 

It  is  fundamental  in  the  system  of  the  Society  of  Jesus 
that  different  studies  have  distinct  and  peculiar  educational 
values.  Matherriatics,  the  Natural  Sciences,  Languages 
and  History  are  complementary  instruments  of  education 
to  which  the  doctrine  of  equivalence  cannot  be  applied.  The 
specific  training  given  by  one  cannot  be  supplied  by  another. 

Furthermore,  Languages  and  History  have  always  been 
held  in  esteem  as  leading  factors  in  education.  Mathe- 
matics and  the  Natural  Sciences  bring  the  student  into 
contact  with  the  material  aspects  of  nature,  and  exercise 
the  inductive  and  deductive  powers  of  reason.  Language 
and  History  affect  a  higher  union;  they  are  manifestations 
of  spirit  to  spirit,  and  by  their  study  and  for  their  acquire- 
ment the  whole  mind  of  man  is  brought  into  widest  and 
subtlest  play.  The  acquisition  of  Language  especially  calls 
for  delicacy  of  judgment  and  fineness  of  perception,  and 
for  a  constant,  keen  and  quick  use  of  the  reasoning  powers. 
A  special  importance  is  attached  to  the  classic  tongues  of 
Rome  and  Greece.     As  these  are  languages  with  a  structure

and  idiom  remote  from  the  language  of  the  student,  the 
study  of  them  lays  bare  before  him  the  laws  of  thought 
and  logic,  and  requires  attention,  reflection,  and  analysis 
of  the  fundamental  relations  between  thought  and  gram- 
mar. In  studying  them  the  student  is  led  to  the  funda- 
mental recesses  of  language.  They  exercise  him  in  exact- 
ness of  conception  in  grasping  the  foreign  thought,  and  in 
delicacy  of  expression  in  clothing  that  thought  in  the  dis- 
similar garb  of  the  mother-tongue.  While  recognizing, 
then,  in  education  the  necessity  and  importance  of  Mathe- 
matics and  the  Natural  Sciences,  which  unfold  the  inter- 
dependence and  laws  of  the  world  of  time  and  space,  the 
Jesuit  system  of  education  has  unwaveringly  kept  Lan- 
guage in  a  position  of  honor  as  an  instrument  of  culture. 

Lastly,  the  system  does  not  share  the  illusion  of  those 
who  seem  to  imagine  that  education,  understood  as  an  en- 
riching and  stimulating  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  has  a 
morally  elevating  influence  in  human  life.  While  conceding 
the  effects  of  education  in  energizing  and  refining  imagi- 
nation, taste,  understanding  and  powers  of  observation,  it 
has  always  held  that  knowledge  and  intellectual  develop- 
ment of  themselves  have  no  moral  efficacy.  Religion  only 
can  purify  the  heart,  and  guide  and  strengthen  the  will. 

The  Jesuit  system  of  education,  then,  aims  at  developing 
side  by  side,  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  of  the 
student,  and  at  sending  forth  to  the  world  men  of  sound 
judgment,  of  acute  and  rounded  intellect,  of  upright  and 
manly  conscience.  And  since  men  are  not  made  better  cit- 
izens by  the  mere  accumulation  of  knowledge,  without  a 
guiding  and  controlling  force,  the  principal  faculties  to  be 
developed  are  the  moral  faculties.  Moreover,  morality  is 
to  be  taught  continuously ;  it  must  be  the  underlying  base, 
the  vital  force  supporting  and  animating  the  whole  organic 
structure  of  education.  It  must  be  the  atmosphere  the 
student  breathes;  it  must  suffuse  with  its  light  all  that  he 
reads,  illumining  what  is  noble  and  exposing  what  is  base, 
giving  to  the  true  and  false  their  relative  light  and  shade. 
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In  a  word,  the  purpose  of  Jesuit  teaching  is  to  lay  a  solid 
substructure  in  the  whole  mind  and  character  for  any 
super-structure  of  science,  professional  and  special,  and 
for  the  building  up  of  moral  life,  civil  and  religious.

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entrance  B^epirements! 


1.  All  applicants  for  admission  to  Boston  College  must 
present  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  and  of  honorable 
dismissal  from  the  school  or  college  which  they  last  at- 
tended. 

2.  Applicants  who  have  completed  the  course  of  studies 
at  Boston  College  High  School  and  who  have  passed  the 
Province  Examinations  with  an  average  of  70  per  cent, 
will  be  admitted  without  further  examination. 

3.  -All  other  applicants  will  be  required  to  pass  entrance 
examinations.  To  be  eligible  for  these  examinations  the 
applicants  must  be  graduates  of  an  approved  High  School, 
and  they  must  present  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School.  Those  desiring  to  enter  the 
A.B.  course  must  also  present  15  credits,  of  which  at  least 
three  must  be  in  Latin,  two  in  Mathematics,  three  in  Eng- 
lish and  two  in  Modern  Language.  The  Mathematics  must 
include  Algebra  through  quadratics  and  Plane  Geometry. 
Those  desiring  to  enter  the  Ph.B.  course  may  substitute 
scientific  subjects  for  Latin.  Those  desiring  to  enter  the 
B.S.  course  must  present  two  credits  in  Algebra,  as  well 
as  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry.  The  Modern  Language  pre- 
sented for  this  course  must  be  either  French  or  German. 
Credits  in  commercial  and  manual  training  subjects  will 
not  be  accepted. 

4.  The  remaining  credits  may  be  presented  in  English, 
Latin,  Greek,  French,  Spanish,  German,  History,  Mathe- 
matics, Civics,  Economics,  or  a  scientific  subject.  It  is 
strongly  urged  that  Trigonometry  be  presented  as  an  en- 
trance credit.  If  this  subject  has  not  been  studied  in  High 
School,  it  must  be  taken  up  as  an  extra-curricular  subject 
in  Freshman. 

5.  The  method  followed  in  the  entrance  examinations 
will  be  similar  to  that  employed  by  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board.  Those  who  take  the  College  Board 
examinations  will  not  be  obliged  to  take  examinations  in 
subjects  in  which  they  pass  the  College  Board  examina- 
tions.

— The  first  and  second  book  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis 
or  Cyropaedeia,  the  first  and  second  book  of  Homer's 
Iliad. 

Complete  etymology,  including  regular  and  defective 
forms;  entire  syntax  and  its  application. 

Translation  into  Greek  of  simple  English  sentences 
based  on  Xenophon's  Anabasis, 
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English. —  (1).  Higher  Grammar. — The  candidate  must 
be  prepared  on  the  matter  contained  in  Davidson  and 
Alcock's  "English  Grammar  and  Analysis,"  Nichol's 
Composition,  Scott-Denny's  Composition-Rhetoric, 
Coppen's  Introduction  to  Rhetoric,  or  some  equivalent 
v^orks. 

(2).  Composition. — A  brief  prose  composition  will 
be  required,  evidencing  proficiency  in  narrative  and 
critical  wrriting.  This  exercise  will  be  based  on  books 
and  authors  assigned  for  reading  and  study.  Ques- 
tions will  be  asked  as  to  the  subject-matter,  method  of 
treatment,  structure  and  style  of  these  books.  Fair 
penmanship  and  accurate  spelling  will  be  considered 
as  essential  preliminary  requirements. 

(3).  Authors. — The  authors  assigned  are:  Coler- 
,  idge.  The  Ancient  Mariner ;  Tennyson,  Holy  Grail  and 
Morte  D'Arthur;  Addison's  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley; 
*Macaulay,  Essays  on  Milton  and  Addison;  *Milton, 
Minor  Poems;  *  Shakespeare,  Macbeth  or  Merchant  of 
Venice;  *Burke  on  Conciliation;  Lowell,  The  Vision  of 
Sir  Launfal;  Newman's  Callista. 

A  careful  study  of  the  works  marked  thus*  (subject  mat- 
ter, form  and  structure)  will  be  exacted;  a  general  ac- 
quaintance with  the  other  assigned  books  will  be  sufficient. 

N.  B. — The  Uniform  College  Entrance  Requirements  in 
English  will  be  accepted,  as  will  any  fair  equivalent  work  in 
this  department. 

Modern  Languages. — One  modern  language  besides  Eng- 
lish is  required,  preferably  French  or  Spanish  or  German. 
The  examination  will  embrace  the  elements  of  Grammar, 
including  the  irregular  verbs ;  translation  into  English  at 
sight  of  simple  prose ;  grammatical  analysis.  For  entrance 
into  the  B.S.  course  either  French  or  German  must  be 
presented. 

Physics. — The  fundamental  facts  and  laws.  Preparation 
should  include  the  study  of  an  authentic  text-book  supple- 
mented by  lectures  and  individual  laboratory  work,  consist- 
ing of  not  less  than  thirty  experiments.  Credit  for  labora- 
tory work  should  be  noted  on  candidate's  application  blank. 
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Chemistry. — The  preparations  and  properties  of  the  com- 
mon elements  and  their  important  compounds.  An  intelli- 
gent usage  of  the  more  usual  chemical  terms,  and  the  ability 
to  make  simple  calculations  and  to  explain  chemical  proc- 
esses. Preparation  should  include  one  year's  study  of  an 
authoritative  text-book,  supplemented  by  lectures  and  indi- 
vidual laboratory  work.  Credit  for  laboratory  work  should 
be  noted  on  candidate's  application  blank. 


GENERAL   REGULATIONS 

Attendance. — As  regular  attendance  is  an  important 
element  in  class  standing,  and  an  essential  condition  for 
successful  work,  students  must  not  be  detained  or  absent 
from  class  except  for  very  grave  reasons.  For  absence 
from  class,  or  for  permission  to  withdraw  before  the  close 
of  the  daily  session,  which  will  very  rarely  be  granted,  a 
note  from  the  parent  or  guardian  will  invariably  be  re- 
quired. 

Parents  and  guardians  should  know  that  absence  and 
tardiness,  even  when  excusable,  affect  class  standing.  Stu- 
dents who  are  not  present  85  per  cent,  of  each  school  term 
cannot  be  promoted  in  June.  A  reasonable  concession  will 
oe  made  in  case  of  prolonged  illness,  but  such  absence  can 
in  no  case  exceed  25  per  cent,  of  either  school  term.  A  re- 
duction of  3  per  cent,  for  each  day  of  absence  will  be  made 
from  all  marks,  no  matter  what  the  reason  for  absence 
may  be. 

Distribution  of  Time. — The  School  Year  consists  of 
two  terms;  the  first  begins  the  third  week  in  September, 
the  second  begins  the  first  week  in  February,  and  closes 
with  the  Annual  Commencement  and  Conferring  of  De- 
grees in  the  latter  part  of  June.  The  daily  classes  are  from 
9.30  to  2.45,  with  forty-five  minutes  for  lunch  at  1.15  o'clock. 

All  students  must  be  in  their  respective  class  rooms  at 
9.30  o'clock;  those  who  come  later  will  not  be  admitted 
without  a  note  from  the  Prefect  of  Discipline. 
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Class  Standing  and  Promotion. — The  report  of  each 
student's  class  standing-  is  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  at 
the  end  of  each  term.  This  report — except  the  one  that 
is  sent  at  the  end  of  the  year — is,  after  inspection,  to  be 
signed  by  the  parent  or  g^uardian  and  returned  to  the  Pre- 
fect of  Studies.  On  the  scale  used,  100  is  the  highest  mark. 
The  student's  rank  is  determined  by  positions  in  one  of  five 
g-rades:  A,  100-90,  very  good;  B,  90-80,  g-ood;  C,  80-70, 
fairly  g-ood;  D,  70-60,  tolerable;  E,  below  60,  deficient  and 
unsatisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  each  second  month  each  student's  marks 
are  read  publicly.  The  average  of  these  monthly  marks 
together  v^^ith  the  marks  for  the  mid-year  examinations 
make  up  the  term  averag'e.  To  obtain  this  term  average, 
the  average  of  the  monthly  results  and  of  the  examinations 
are  combined  in  a  ratio  of  tv^o  to  one. 

In  the  second  term  the  same  method  is  follov^ed,  and  the 
year's  results  are  seen  in  the  average  obtained  from  the 
combination  of  those  of  the  tv^o  terms.  According  to  this 
average  of  results  of  the  year,  class  honors  and  promotions 
are  determined.  The  medal  and  premium  are  conferred 
on  the  first  tv^^o  students  w^ho  have  reached  the  highest  an- 
nual average  above  93;  honorable  mention  on  those  above 
85.  An  average  of  60  is  required  for  promotion.  To  pre- 
vent exclusive  devotion  to  one  pursuit,  or  neglect  of  any 
particular  branch,  it  has  been  found  necessary  for  failure 
in  any  branch  to  refuse  promotion  in  the  main  class.  Hence 
students  whose  general  average  for  the  year  is  above  60, 
but  who  have  fallen  below  60,  either  in  the  term  average  or 
in  the  examination  average,  in  some  studies  will  be  "condi- 
tioned" in  those  studies,  and  will  not  be  promoted  until  the 
condition  is  removed  by  a  satisfactory  examination.  Only 
two  examinations  are  allowed  for  the  removal  of  conditions. 
A  student  who  fails  in  three  or  more  branches  is  ineligible 
for  any  further  examination  in  any  branch  and  is  auto- 
matically obliged  to  repeat  the  year. 
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Home  Study. — All  the  endeavors  of  the  faculty  will  fail 
to  insure  success  for  the  students  unless  they  apply  them- 
selves to  their  studies  with  diligence  and  constancy  outside 
of  class  hour.  Approximately  twenty  hours  a  week  are 
spent  in  class  work,  and  to  prepare  recitations  and  exer- 
cises for  this  work,  as  well  as  to  review  the  matter  pre- 
viously seen,  at  least  three  hours  of  home  study  daily  are 
required.  Parents  and  guardians  are,  therefore,  urged  to 
insist  on  this  application. 

Parental  Co-operation. — The  efforts  of  teachers  and 

prefects  will  be  much  facilitated  if  parents  and  guardians 

will  co-operate  with  them  in  maintaining  discipline  and 

insisting  on  obedience  to  regulations  made  for  the  pur- 

'  pose.    Parents  are  therefore  asked: 

1.  To  insist  upon  daily  study  at  home  for  three  to  four 
hours. 

2.  To  notify  the  Prefect  of  Discipline  immediately  in 
I  case  of  withdrawal  of  their  son .  or  of  necessary  detention 
I  from,  or  tardy  arrival  at  class,  or  failure  to  receive  the 
I  term  report. 

3.  To  attend  to  notification — always  sent  by  the  Prefect 
i  in  the  case  of  unexplained  absence,  or  for  lessons  notably 

imperfect  during  a  considerable  length  of  time. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  establishment  of  Scholarships  is  greatly  to  be  de- 
sired, for  in  this  way  many  young  men  of  excellent  promise 
;  are  given -the  advantage  of  a  collegiate  education  which  they 
(Could  not  otherwise  obtain.  To  all  who  have  at  heart  the 
I  best  interests  of  youth  we  earnestly  commend  this  oppor- 
1  tunity  of  spreading  the  beneficent  influence  of  Catholic 
(education  and  of  enabling  worthy  young  men  to  equip 
t  themselves  for  the  higher  spheres  of  life  and  thus  to  aid 
e  effectively  both  Church  and  State.    The  Trustees  of  Boston 
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College  offer  a  number  of  scholarships  to  promising  stu- 
dents who  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  regular  tuition.  Nearly- 
all  the  scholarships  are  assigned  after  competitive  exam- 
inations. The  holder  of  a  scholarship  will  be  required  to 
maintain  a  high  rank  in  his  class  for  proficiency,  diligence 
and  good  conduct.  An  average  of  75  per  cent,  must  be 
attained  by  all  who  hold  scholarships.

EDUCATION  (A.B.  and  Ph.B.  Courses) 

Elective.     Four  hours  a  week   (Eight  semester  hours.) 
ED.  1.     Educational  Psychology. 

The  psychology  of  learning  with  reference  to  methods  of  teaching, 
mental  processes  and  education  in  its  biological  and  physiological 
aspects;  physical  growth  and  mental  development;  instincts,  heredity, 
individual  differences,  abnormalities;  sense  perception,  imagination, 
memory,  thought,  emotions,  habit  and  will. 

ED.  2.     Educational  Theory  and  Practice. 

Definitions  of  Education,  aims,  educative  agencies,  courses  of 
study,  tests  and  measurements.  Interest,  attention,  types  of  learn- 
ing, methods  of  learning,  fatigue,  supervised  study,  formal  discipline. 

ED.  3.     History  of  Education. 

Oriental,  Greek  and  Roman  Education.  Medieval  Education, 
Scholasticism  and  the  rise  of  the  universities.  The  Renaissance. 
Humanistic  conception  of  education.  Erasmus,  Ascham,  Sturm.  The 
Reformation  and  the  Counter-Reformation.  Realistic  Education. 
Montaigne,  Bacon,  Comenius,  Locke.  Natural  Education.  Rousseau, 
Modern  Education  theory.  Pestalozzi,  Herbert,  Froebel,  Spencer,  De- 
velopment of  public  education  in  the  United  States.  Modern  tenden- 
cies in  education. 
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BIOLOGY  (All  Courses) 

This  course  comprises  two  hours  of  lecture  and  four  hours,  of 
laboratory  work  each  week  throughout  two  years  of  thirty-six  weeks 
each,  or  eight  semester  hours  each  year. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  enable  students  to  gain  a  knowledge 
of  biology  as  a  part  of  their  general  education  and  to  prepare  them 
for  advanced  work  in  Botany  and  Zoology  as  well  as  in  the  study  of 
Dentistry  or  Medicine. 

In  its  scope  it  more  than  meets  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Council  on  Education  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  The 
course  must  be  taken  in  its  entirety  by  all  Premedical  Students,  and 
as  an  elective  in  their  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  all  candidates  for 
degrees  who  intend  to  study  Dentistry  or  Medicine. 

BIOL.  1.     General  Biology. 

Eight  semester  hours. 

The  course  is  offered  to  those  students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  the 
study  of  Medicine.  These  latter  must  elect  the  course  at  the  begin- 
ning of  their  Junior  Year. 

The  greater  part  of  this  year  is  spent  in  mastering  the  general 
principles  of  Biology  and  the  fundamentals  of  Botany  and  Zoology. 
The  cell,  its  structure,  reproduction  and  various  functions  are  studied 
in  the  amoeba,  paramoecium,  vorticella  and  euglena,  while  the  de- 
tails of  cell-division  are  seen  in  the  root  tip  of  the  onion  or  tradas- 
cantia.  After  the  general  classification  of  the  plant  kingdom  has 
been  learned,  the  thallophytes,  and  fungi  are  given  special  attention. 
The  protococcus  and  several  diatoms  and  desmids  are  studied  and 
then  the  filamentous  thallophytes,  the  spirogyra,  zygnema,  vaucheria 
and  chara  are  examined  in  the  gross  and  microscopic  specimens  of 
fresh  and  preserved  material.  In  the  study  of  the  fungi  the  bacteria 
are  emphasized,  the  student  becoming  acquainted  in  the  laboratory 
with  the  principles  of  bacteriological  technique  by  isolating  and. 
identifying  the  common  types  of  bacteria  by  their  curtural  character- 
istics on  the  ordinary  media.  Microscopic  examination  of  the  hang- 
ing drop  and  the  stained  preparation  enables  the  student  to  become 
familiar  with  the  characteristics  of  the  common  types  and  teaches 
him  the  care  and  use  of  the  oil  immersion  lens.  The  yeast,  molds 
and  peziza  complete  the  study  of  the  fungi. 

A  short  period  is  given  to  the  bryophytes,  and  then  a  very  detailed 
study  of  the  gi'oss  and  historical  structure,  the  physiology  and  life- 
cycle  of  the  fern  is  made. 
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A  brief  treatment  of  the  pine  as  typical  of  the  gymnospemis  is 
followed  by  a  consideration  of  the  life  processes  in  the  flowering 
plant,  namely,  absorption  and  elaboration  of  food  materials,  growth, 
propagation  and  reproduction. 

Next  the  student  becomes  familiar  with  the  general  classification  of 
animals,  and  beginning  with  the  living  hydra,  and  later  making  mi- 
croscopic examinations  of  total  mounts  and  cross  sections  of  that  ani- 
mal, he  makes  careful  dissections  of  the  earthworm,  crayfish,  starfish, 
perch,  fresh-water  mussel,  turtle,  and  frog,  completing  the  work  of 
the  first  year. 

Each  student  is  required  during  the  first  year  of  the  course  to  spend 
sufficient  time  in  the  laboratory  under  the  direction  of  the  technician 
to  learn  the  several  methods  of  preparing  tissues  for  microscopic 
study.  He  carries  several  specimens  through  the  various  stages  of 
fixing,  dehydration,  infiltration  and  imbedding,  and  then  mounts  and 
stains  a  set  of  fifty  slides  which  must  be  approved  by  the  instructor. 

A  note  book  containing  all  drawings  and  descriptions  called  for  in 
the  laboratory  outline  furnished  each  student  must  be  handed  to  the 
instructor  periodically  for  inspection  and  approval. 


BIOL.  2.     Advanced  Biology. 
Eight  semester  hours. 

Open  to  those  who  have  completed  Course  1  or  its  equivalent.  The 
work  of  this  year  may  be  grouped  under  the  following  headings: — 

I.  General  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

Mammalian  anatomy  is  treated  in  lectures  which  are  supplemented 
by  laboratory  work.  The  various  systems  of  the  human  toody  are 
studied  both  as  to  structure  and  function,  and  as  a  complement  to 
this  work  the  student  is  required  to  make  a  careful  comparative  study 
of  the  cat  or  rabbit,  spending  the  greater  part  of  one  semester  in 
making  a  careful  dissection  of  those  animals  and  attending  demonstra- 
tions given  by  the  instructor. 

II.  Histology. 

This  portion  of  the  course  includes  the  study  of  the  microscopic 
structure  of  the  fundamental  tissues,  bone,  cartilage,  fibrous  tissue, 
muscle  and  epithelium,  the  various  types  of  gland  cells,  blood  and 
blood  vessels,  bone  marrow,  and  all  varieties  of  nerve  cells,  together 
with  a  detailed  study  of  the  structure  of  all  the  oi'gans  of  the  vari- 
ous systems  of  the  mammalian  body.

III.     Embryology. 

In  this  course  reproduction  in  animals  is  considered  in  general,  the 
earliest  stages  following  fertilization  being  studied  in  the  eggs  of  cere- 
bratulus,  while  the  latter  development  of  the  embryo  is  studied  in 
total  mounts  and  cross  sections  of  the  twenty-eight,  forty-eight,  and 
seventy-two-hour  chicks,  and  the  12mm.  pig.  Each  student  is  pro- 
vided with  total  mounts  and  serial  sections  of  the  embryos  studied 
which  are  to  be  returned  to  the  department  in  good  condition  at  the 
end  of  the  course.  He  is  also  required  to  become  familiar  with  embry- 
ological  technique  and  prepare  for  his  own  collection  a  complete  set 
of  the  total  mounts  and  serious  sections  studied. 

The  laboratory  book  containing  sketches,  drawings  and  descrip- 
tions called  for  in  the  outline  must  be  approved  before  credit  will  be 
given  for  the  course.

CHEM.  1.     hiorganic  Chemistry. 

Two  lectures  or  recitation  periods  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
(Four  semester  hours.)     Required  in  Sophomore. 

General  Chemistry:  Physical  and  Chemical  Changes.  Matter. 
Energy.  Elements.  Compounds.  Mixtures.  Oxygen.  Ozone. 
Hydrogen.  Water.  Law.  Theory.  Hypothesis.  Fundamental 
Laws  and  Theories.  Solution.  Electrolysis.  Atmosphere.  Acids, 
Bases,  Salts  and  Neutralization.  Atomic  and  Molecular  Weights. 
Valence.  The  Periodic  Law.  Non-Metals  and  their  Compounds. 
Metals  and  their  Compounds.  Organic  Chemistry.  The  Hydrocar- 
bons.    Other  Compounds  of  Carbon.

CHEM.  2.     Inorganic  Laboratory. 

Two  periods  of  two  hours  each  week  throughout  the  year.  (Four 
semester  hours.)     Required  in  Sophomore. 

This  course  is  given  in  conjunction  with  Course  1.  In  this  course 
the  student  is  brought  into  intimate  contact  with  the  non-metals  and 
metals  and  their  chemical  behavior,  is  given  an  insight  into  labora- 
tory methods,  and  is  offered  an  opportunity  to  verify  and  supple- 
ment the  theoretical  knowledge  acquired  in  Course  I. 
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Laboratory  Manuals:  "Laboratory  Manual  of  General  Chemistry," 
Holmes:  "Laboratory  Manual  of  Inorganic  Chemistry,"  Norris. 

CHEM.  3.     Inorganic  Laboratory. 

(Four  semester  hours.)  Elective  in  Sophomore,  Junior  and 
Senior.  Sophomores  who  have  offered  chemistry  for  entrance  may 
take  this  course  if  their  high  school  work  has  been  sufficiently  com- 
prehensive. 

Chem.  3  is  a  laboratory  course  in  General  Chemistry  of  wider  scope 
than  that  included  in  Course  I.  The  course  includes  the  elements  of 
Physical  Chemistry,  and  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  quantitative 
aspect  of  the  science.  Text-books:  Smith  and  Hale's  "A  Laboratory 
Outline  of  General  Chemistry";  A.  B.  Lamb,  "Laboratory  Manual  of 
General  Chemistry." 

GHEM.  4.     Qualitative  Analytical  Chemistry. 

Elective  in  Junior  and  Senior  of  A.B.  course.  Required  in  sopho- 
more of  Ph.B.  course.  One  lecture  and  one  recitation  and  two  lab- 
oratory periods  of  two  hours  each  per  week  throughout  the  year. 
(Eight  semester  hours.) 

This  course  is  divided  into  three  parts:  Basic  analysis,  including 
the  separation  and  detection  of  metals  of  each  group  and  a  study  of 
all  the  changes  in  the  different  analytical'  processes.  The  study  of 
each  group  is  preceded  by  a  lecture  and  a  demonstration  of  that 
group  by  the  student.  On  the  completion  of  each  group  an  examina- 
tion, both  in  theory  and  practice,  is  given.  Acid  analysis  deals  with 
the  detection  of  the  mineral  and  the  more  common  organic  acids; 
the  same  method  of  instruction  is  followed  as  in  basic  analysis.  Dry 
analysis  consists  in  an  examination  of  metals  and  alloys  and  non- 
metallic   compounds.

CHEM.  5.     Quantitative  Chemical  Analysis. 

Elective  in  Senior  of  A.B.  Course.  Required  in  Junior  of  Ph.B. 
Courst.     Course  as  in  Chem.  4.     (Eight  semester  hours.) 

A  course  in  elementary  Quantitative  Analysis  is  offered  as  an 
elective  to  students  in  the  Senior  year,  principally  to  those  who 
intend  to  enter  technical  or  engineering  schools.  The  course  em- 
braces the  typical  gravimetric  and  volumetric  processes.  Text-book: 
"Quantitive  Chemical  Analysis,"  Talbot. 
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CHEM.  6.     Organic  Chemistry. 

Elective  in  Senior.  Two  lecture  or  recitation,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  of  two  hours  each  per  week  throughout  the  year.  (Eight 
semester  hours.) 

This  course  is  arranged  to  meet  the  requirements  of  those  who  in- 
tend to  study  medicine  after  the  completion  of  their  college  course. 
The  course  treats  of  the  analysis  and  purification  of  organic  com- 
pounds, embraces  the  paraffins,  with  their  halogen  derivatives,  alco- 
hols, ethers,  aldehydes,  and  ketones,  acids,  esters,  and  the  amines. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  carbohydrates  and  proteids,  the  aro- 
matic hydro-carbons  and  their  halogen  and  nitro  derivatives,  the  ani- 
line dyes  and  the  phenols.  This  work  is  supplemented  by  laboratory 
practice  in  the  preparation  and  qualitative  analysis  of  typical  organic 
compounds.  Text-books:  "Organic  Chemistry  for  Students  of  Medi- 
cine and  Biology,"  McCallum;  Laboratory  Manual;  "Experimental 
Organic  Chemistry,"  West. 


PHYSICS  (All  Courses) 

PHYS.  1 — Three  lectures  and  one  recitation  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
(Six  semester  hours.)     Required  in  Junior. 

1.  Mechanics  of  Solids,  Liquids  and  Gases.  Theory  and  general 
principles  of  Kinematics,  with  practical  problems  in  Motion,  Velocity, 
Acceleration,  Vectors,  Curvilinear  Motion,  and  Simple  Harmonic 
Motion.  Theory  and  general  principles  of  Dynamics  with  practical 
problems  in  Forces,  Work,  Power,  Energy,  Moments,  Machines  and 
Equilibrium,  Theory  and  general  principles  of  Hydraulics,  Hydro- 
statics and  Pneumatics  with  practical  problems  in  Pressures,  Buoy- 
ancy, Densities,  and  Boyle's  Law.  Kinetic  Theory  and  Molecular 
Motions  and  Forces. 

2.  Lecture  course  in  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  Magnetism  and  Elec- 
tricity. In  each  subject  practical  problems  are  given  to  impress  the 
student  with  a  knowledge  of  the  theory.

In  this  course  ob- 
servation and  accuracy  are  insisted  on,  and  the  student  is  prepared 
for  the  more  advanced  work  of  the  professional  schools.

ORATORY  AND  ELOCUTION  (A.B.  and  Ph.B.  Courses) 

Sophomore  and  Freshman  years.  One  hour  each  week,  both  terms. 
(Two  semester  hours.) 

The  work  in  this  department  is  so  arranged  that  each  student  may 
have  the  maximum  of  attention  from  the  professor.  There  is  a  class 
for  vocal  drill  and  expression,  with  exercises  in  perfect  carriage  and 
gesture,  interpretation  and  delivery.  Students  are  required  to  speak 
before  the  class  a  certain  number  of  times  each  term,  and  every  year 
purses  are  awarded  to  the  winners  in  a  public  contest.  This  contest 
consists  of  the  delivery  of  original  orations. 
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THE  B.  S.  COURSE 

This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  postgraduate 
work  in  some  scientific  school.  It  is  also  calculated  to  meet  all  re- 
quirements for  entrance  into  medical  schools.  T'he  entrance  require- 
ments for  this  course  will  be  found  on  page  24.  The  course  of  study 
will  be  found  on  page  75. 

THE  PH.  B.  COURSE 

This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  have  not  studied  Latin  and 
Greek  in  High  School,  and  who  are  consequently  ineligible  to  pursue 
the  A.B.  Course.  As  alternatives  for  Latin  and  Greek  in  Freshman 
and  Sophomore,  they  study  Modern  Language,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
General  Chemistry  in  Freshman;  Modern  Language,  Analytic  Chem- 
istry, College  Algebra  in  Sophomore.  The  course  in  Junior  and  Senior 
is  identical  with  the  A.B.  Course.    Cf.  page  73. 

THE  PRE-MEDICAL  COURSE 

The  two-year  pre-medical  course  has  been  discontinued.  Hereafter 
all  students  will  be  obliged  to  take  a  full  four-year  course,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  A.B.,  B.S.,  or  Ph.B.  During  this  time,  while  pursu- 
ing the  regular  course,  they  will  take  all  the  subjects  prescribed  by 
the  American  Medical  Association  for  pre-medical  students,  but  in  a 
much  more  thorough  and  broad  scope.  Not  only  will  they  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  the  Council  on  Education  of  the  A.  M.  A.,  but 
they  will  offer  ten  semester  hours  in  Chemistry,  two  in  Physics,  eight 
in  Biology  and  six  in  English  over  and  above  that  I'equired  by  the 
Council  for  those  subjects.  The  details  of  the  subjects  studied  in  this 
course  will  be  found  under  each  particular  subject  as  prescribed  in  the 
Outline  of  Courses,  pp.  47  sq. 

The  course  comprises  two  years  of  college  work  in  English,  Modern 
Languages,  History,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology.

The  Graduate  School  offers  advanced  instruction  in 
Philosophy,  in  Literature,  in  Lang-uage,  in  History,  in  the 
Social  Sciences,  in  Mathematics  and  in  the  Natural  Sciences. 
The  courses  offered  are  adapted  for  those  who  desire  to 
acquire  a  wider  and  deeper  grasp  of  the  subject  matter  of 
the  liberal  arts  than  can  be  obtained  in  the  usual  college 
courses;  they  are  intended  primarily  for  those  who  have 
profited  by  a  full  colleg-e  training  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  who  are  desirous  of  continuing  their  studies  upon  well 
defined  and  specialized  lines. 

These  Graduate  courses  should  appeal  especially  to 
priests  and  professional  men,  lawyers,  doctors,  journalists 
and  educators,  who  find  time  to  pursue  higher  studies  along 
the  line  of  their  previous  college  work  and  would  be  quali- 
fied for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  and  higher  degrees. 

Admission  and  Registration 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  is  granted  to  gradu- 
ates in  Arts,  Philosophy,  Science,  or  Letters,  of  Colleges  the 
degrees  of  which  are  recognized  by  Boston  College.  Appli- 
cants must  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  character  and 
qualifications. 

All  inquiries  concerning  admission  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Registrar.  Applicants  are  advised  to  secure  and  file 
admission  blanks  as  early  as  possible. 

Upon  admission  to  the  Graduate  School,  every  student 
is  required  to  register  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  and  to 
file  evidence  of  graduation  from  an  approved  college  to- 
gether with  a  record  of  his  college  work. 

Every  student  in  the  School  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year  of  membership  in  the  School  must  register  anew. 
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Degrees 

The  degrees  conferred  in  the  Graduate  School  are  Master 
of- Arts  (A.M.),  Master  of  Science  (Sc.M.),  Master  of  Edu- 
cation (Ed.  M.),  Doctor  of  Education  (Ed.  D.),  and  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  (Ph.  D.).  Graduate  degrees  are  conferred 
only  at  the  Annual  Commencement  of  the  College  in  June. 

General  Requirements  for  Degrees 

1.  All  candidates  for  graduate  degrees  must  be 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Administration.  No  student 
can  acquire  a  right  to  such  recommendation  merely  by 
attending  lectures,  passing  examinations,  or  by  formal  ful- 
fillment of  prescribed  conditions.  The  requirements  speci- 
fied herein  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  minimum  require- 
ments only,  the  right  remaining  with  the  Board  of  Admin- 
istration to  refuse  to  award  a  degree  to  a  student. 

2.  The  entire  course  of  studies  which  a  candidate  offers 
in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master 
must  be  satisfactorily  completed  within  a  period  of  six 
years  from  the  date  when  he  first  registered.  Should  a 
candidate  for  any  reason  whatsoever  fail  to  receive  his  de- 
gree within  the  time  just  named,  all  claim  or  right  to  con- 
tinue working  longer  for  the  degree,  or  to  have  any  or  all 
his  work  already  accomplished  credited  in  fulfillment  of 
the  requirements  for  the  same  degree,  is  ipso  facto  .forfeited 
and  annulled. 

3.  The  candidate  must  from  the  outset  give  evidence  by 
examination,  either  oral  or  written,  of  his  ability  to  read 
and  translate  technical  literature,  especially  that  bearing 
upon  his  major  work,  in  at  least  one  foreign  modern  lan- 
guage. Ordinarily  this  should  be  French,  German,  Spanish 
or  Italian.  A  reading  knowledge  of  Latin  is  required  of  all 
students  electing  Scholastic  Philosophy  as  their  major. 

4.  On  or  before  October  14  of  the  year  in  which  he  takes 
up  graduate  work  in  this  College,  the  candidate  must  sub- 
mit to  the  Dean  for  his  approval  his  course  of  study. 
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5.  The  field  and  subject-matter  of  his  major  course,  as 
well  as  of  each  of  his  two  minor  courses,  shall  remain  un- 
changed throughout  the  entire  time  spent  by  the  candidate 
in  fulfilling  the  requirements  for  his  degree. 

6.  Candidates  for  any  of  the  higher  degrees  must  sub- 
mit two  typewritten  copies  of  an  outline  of  a  dissertation 
on  a  subject  kindred  to  the  matter  of  his  major  course,  to 
be  approved  by  the  Dean,  on  or  before  December  1st  of  the 
academic  year  in  which  it  is  planned  to  take  the  degree. 
The  dissertation,  which  must  be  at  least  six  thousand  words 
in  length,  must  be  either  typewritten  or  printed  and  sub- 
stantially bound,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School  not  later  than  April  1st  of  the  year  in 
which  it  is  planned  to  take  the  degree.  The  title  page  must 
bear  the  words:     "Submitted  in  partial  fulfillment  of  the 

requirements  for  the  degree  of  in  the 

Graduate  School  of  Boston  College,"  and  the  full  title  of  the 
dissertation,  together  with  the  full  name  of  the  candidate. 

There  shall  be  typewritten  or  printed  and  appended  to 
each  dissertation,  in  the  form  of  a  Vita,  a  statement  of  the 
place  of  the  birth  of  the  author,  of  the  educational  institu- 
tions which  he  has  attended,  and  a  list  of  the  degrees  and 
honors  conferred  upon  him,  as  well  as  the  titles  of  his  previ- 
ous publications. 

7.  Absence  from  more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  lecture 
or  seminar  periods  renders  the  candidate  ineligible  for 
credits  for  the  course  in  question. 

8.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  the  final  oral  exami- 
nation preparatory  to  the  conferring  of  a  degree  unless  he 
has  (a)  in  each  of  his  selected  courses  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Professor  of  such  courses  all  work 
assigned  him,  either  individually  or  as  a  member  of  a  class, 
whether  in  the  line  of  readings,  research  or  essays;  (b)  in 
the  judgment  of  the  same  Professor  shown  by  his  oral  repe- 
titions or  discussions  that  he  has  pursued  his  studies  in  a 
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genuinely  scholarly  spirit;  (c)  passed  successfully  the  writ- 
ten examinations  which  will  be  held  in  each  of  his  courses. 

The  Degrees  of  Master 

The  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Education,  and 
Master  of  Sciences  will  be  conferred  upon  those  who  hold  a 
Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  and  who  have 
satisfactorily  completed  at  least  one  year  of  exclusively 
graduate  work  in  residence  at  the  College  and  have  fulfilled 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Administration  the  other 
prescribed  conditions  for  this  degree.  These  conditions,  in 
the  m.ain,  are  as  follows : 

After  admission  to  candidacy  for  a  Master's  Degree  the 
student  must  spend  at  least  one  year  in  residence  at  the 
College,  pursuing  the  courses  presented  to  the  Dean  and  by 
him  approved  at  the  time  of  the  candidate's  matriculation. 

Students  who  are  engaged  in  other  outside  work  which 
reduces  the  time  and  thought  they  are  able  to  give  to  study 
will  be  required  to  devote  more  than  the  minimum  time  to 
their  study  for  the  Master's  Degree. 

An  outline  of  the  dissertation,  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Professor  under  whose  direction  it  is  to  be  done,  must 
be  furnished  to  the  Dean  before  the  first  of  December  of 
the  scholastic  year  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  conferred. 

No  dissertation  will  be  accepted  for  Master's  credit  which 
is  confined  to  the  mere  compilation  of  facts  derived  from 
the  writings  of  others,  nor  will  credit  be  allowed  for  merely 
literary  combinations  of  such  information.  It  is  required 
that  each  dissertation  show  originality  in  the  treatment  of 
previously  accepted  knowledge  of  the  subject  chosen.  This 
original  treatment  means  to  present  evidence  that  the 
writer  of  the  dissertation  is  capable  of  opening  a  new  field 
of  investigation,  or  of  offering  such  critical  possibilities 
that  a  real  advance  is  made  in  the  study  of  the  subject 
treated. 

In  general  there  is  required  a  literary  contribution  of 
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suggestive  and  positive  value  on  the  selected  subject  to  be 
of  a  weight  commensurate  with  the  advance  in  knowledge 
in  the  subject  matter  of  the  dissertation. 

For  the  Master's  Degree  24  credits  are  required.  These 
are  distributed  as  follows:  12  in  the  major,  and  6  in  each 
of  the  two  minors. 

Each  candidate  will  furnish  two  bound  typewritten  copies 
of  his  dissertation  for  the  use  of  the  College  Library.  These 
copies  become  the  property  of  the  College.  These  type- 
written copies  should  be  of  a  uniform  size  of  8  inches  by 
1014  inches. 

Written  examinations  in  the  different  courses  followed 
will  be  required  of  each  candidate  on  the  completion  of  each 
course.  A  final  oral  examination  upon  all  the  work  pre- 
sented for  the  degree  will  also  be  required.  The  candidate 
will  submit  for  this  examination  a  list  of  forty  theses  that 
shall  embody  the  work  of  his  major  and  minor  courses. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor 

In  recognition  of  marked  ability  and  high  attainment  in 
some  definite  branch  of  learning  the  degree  of  Doctor  will 
be  conferred  upon  those  who  have  received  a  Master's  de- 
gree from  a  college  of  recognized  standing,  provided  they 
have  devoted  at  least  three  years  to  exclusively  graduate 
study  in  residence  at  the  College,  and  have  satisfactorily 
fulfilled  all  the  other  conditions  prescribed  for  this  degree. 
These  conditions,  in  the  main,  are  as  follows : 

1.  All  candidates  must  possess  a  reading  knowledge  of 
at  least  two  modern  languages  besides  English ;  ordinarily 
French  and  German  are  prescribed. 

2.  Three  courses  of  study  must  be  pursued  concurrently 
during  the  years  of  residence. 

3.  Forty-eight  academic  credits  must  be  obtained, 
twenty-four  in  the  major  subject,  and  twelve  in  each  of  the 
minor  subjects. 

These  credits  must  be  regularly  obtained  by  attendance 
at  courses  offered  in  the  Graduate  School  and  by  meeting  all 
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the  demands  made  in  these  courses  as  to  classroom  repeti- 
tions, reports  and  readings,  research  work  and  the  like. 

In  no  case  whatever  will  the  Doctor's  degree  be  conferred 
before  the  completion  of  three  years  of  graduate  work. 

The  dissertation  presented  by  candidates  for  this  degree 
is  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Administration  and  is 
not  confined  within  any  definite  limits  as  to  length,  but, 
besides  being  acceptable  on  literary  grounds  it  must  give 
such  evidence  of  personal  research  and  independent  thought 
as  to  constitute  an  original  and  worth-while  contribution  to 
knowledge  in  the  field  of  the  subject  treated. 

4.  An  oral  examination,  not  exceeding  two  hours  in 
length,  in  the  entire  matter  of  the  candidate's  major  and 
minor  courses  must  be  successfully  passed.  The  matter  of 
this  examination  will  be  determined  by  the  Dean  and  will 
consist  in  each  case  of  sixty  theses.  Of  these  theses  not 
less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  thirty,  shall  be  on  the 
subject  matter  of  the  major  course  pursued;  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  on  the  subject  matter  of  each  of 
the  minors  and  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  twenty 
on  the  subject  matter  of  the  dissertation. 

5.  The  degree  of  Doctor  is  given,  not  for  the  mere  rea- 
son of  faithful  study  for  a  prescribed  time  or  in  fulfillment 
of  a  specified  programme,  but  on  the  ground  of  long  study 
and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch  of  learning,  mani- 
fested not  only  by  examinations,  but  by  a  dissertation  which 
must  be  presented  and  accepted  before  the  candidate  is 
admitted  to  the  final  examination.

-     EXPENSES 

Since  this  institution  is  not  endowed,  it  is  strictly  de- 
pendent for  support  on  the  fees  paid  for  tuition. 

The  charge  for  tuition  is  $200  per  session  of  ten  months, 
strictly  payable  semi-annually  before  the  beginning  of  each 
semester.  The  payment  of  all  fees  must  be  made  in  the 
same  way.  No  deduction  is  allowed  for  absence.  Special 
arrangements  must  be  made  by  those  v/ho  are  taking 
special  courses.  No  refund  for  any  part  of  the  tuition  for 
either  semester  will  be  made  except  in  the  case  of  prolonged 
illness. 

An  assessment  of  |20.00,  payable  with  the  tuition,  will 
be  charged  as  the  "Student  Activities"  fee.  This  fee  en- 
titles the  student  to  subscription  for  the  "Stylus"  and  the 
"Heights,"  to  the  usual  athletic  reductions  during  the  foot- 
ball and  baseball  seasons,  and  to  a  ticket  of  admission  to 
the  annual  college  concert,  the  annual  college  play  and  to 
various  extra-curricular  lectures  provided  by  the  College 
authorities. 

Any  delay  in  payment  beyond  the  date  specified  renders 
the  delinquent  liable  to  forfeiture  of  his  enrollment,  or  to 
such  other  discipline  as  may  commend  itself  to  the  Dean. 
The  Treasurer  will  regard  a  delinquent  as  temporarily  sus- 
pended, and  report  the  same  to  the  Dean.  Registration 
once  forfeited  or  suspended  can  be  restored  only  on  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  $5  to  the  Treasurer.
